Pocafcjllo, lui.. June 18. — Thirteen 


hundred men and bora of all ages 
rushed across the line of the ceded 
Fort Hall reservation at noon and dis- 
appeared in a cloud of dust In their 
mail rush for homestead and mineral 
lands. Most of them were mounted 
on horses and ponies, a majority heav- 
ily armed.
